To Ihe BlUor of the Intelligencer.
8ir.I can hardly tell you what do-

light it gave mo when I saw in tho In-
tklliorncer tho outlino of an attract!vo
building, which it was said, Mr. llearno
had decidodto erect for tho evangelistic
work of Mr. C. W. Sawyer.
1 know aomothlng of tlio strugirlowhich it had cost to koop the work alivoin tho leaky old building on Market

street; and how Mr. bawyor persisted in
going on, when many others thought it
usoless. 1 could understand somethingof what effort it might cost to raise
monny to pay rent even, for it could
hardly bo expected that tho good men
who paid tho rent tho last year would
feel liko continuing to do it, unless
others should tako intorost In it. He-
Hides, thero was too littlo iutorcst
in providing what was necessary for tho
eomfortof Mr. Sawyer himself, to saynothing of other necessary exponsos.With nil these difficulties to oncoun-
tor, it really Boomed doubtful whothor
tho enterprise could long bo main¬
tained, even though its ihiportanco was
admitted, unless something could bo
done to give it a now impulBO. So I ho-
gan to feel anxious about tho future of
the mission.
This may possibly seem a littlo

strango to' some, for I do not oxpoct.
ever to bo a resident of Wheeling again.But I lived thoro long enough, to be¬
come specially interested in two classos
of persona.those who wero my person¬al friends, and' those who ecomod to
have few if any, real friends. Of. tho
latter class there were so many, and
they scorned so helpless, that when I
saw one, who, like Mr. lawyer, was in¬
terested in thorn and knew how to help
them,l could but. fool that nothingought to bo allowed to interfere with
such a noble and Christ-like work.
Something like a year ago, Mr. llearno

called to see mo to talk about the im
portance and possibility of a permanentbuilding. 1 had talked with tiim before
and knew his interest; but what 1
feared was that it might bo so long
boforo he would see his way cloar to do
what ho wan to 1 to.that is erect a
building himself.or before others could
be made to feel its importance suffi¬
ciently to undertake it, th:ik. tho result
would bo that the enterprise would be
abandoned. I know that Mr. Hearno
was in earnest in regard to the matter,but for tho time being thero soemed to
be insuperable obstacles in his wav..
While residing in Rochester 1 had

seen the result ot such work in a some¬
what similar enterprise. Beginning
very small, the work has grown and
spread untii now there are two largo
missions, one of which is paying nearly
or quite $-1,000 annual rent for its mainbuilding, where'from S00 to 1,000 are
fed daily and provision is made for
lodging something more than 100 per¬
sons; while another place is rented for
tho religious work. The number of
persons who are rescued from lives of
degredation and crime and led into
lives of purity and usefulness is of
itself sufficient to justify the outlay of
money and strength, while tho number
who are provided with a place for shel¬
ter and food is very large. But tho
most hopeful feature is found in tho
fact that these persons are, to a very
great extent, led into lives of industryand usefulness. I have hoped to'sce, on
a smaller scale, some such results in
Wheeling. So when I read tho an¬
nouncement that Mr. Hearno was
ready to begin the work of erecting a
building, that tho ground was already
bought and the plans made, I felt a joywhich words cannot express../Other noble men have done.magnani¬
mous things for Wheeling; but no one,
as it seems to me, has done a more
Christ-tik thing than this will prove to
be. A grander monument could hardly
be reared by a Christian man.

I do not know the details of the plan.But 1 can but hope that such provisionwill bo made as will secure tho perma¬
nence and perpetuity of the work. And
I can but pray that Air. Hearno will live,
not only to complete the work under¬
taken, but to see tho rich fruit of his
planting for many years to come.
The experience of Mr.' Sawyer has

been such that he will be fully compe¬
tent to organize and carry forward such
a work as is contemplated, on a inuch
raoro comprehensive scale than could
bo possible in the forbidding surround¬
ings of the work hitherto.

1 feel quite sure that the large-hearted
men of Wheeling will not let him want
for ample rosources to carry forward
the work when once fairly inaugurated
under the more favorable auspices.
While writing, I want, to say, though

entirely irrelevant to tho above, how
much 1 havo enjoyed tho letters of Mr.
Campbell from Home. One who has not
boon over tho ground and made some¬
thing of a study of the subject, especi¬
ally of tho ruins, can hardly appreciate
the difference between these letters and
tho letters often printed froui the or¬
dinary-tourist.
First of all, Mr. Campbell knows how

to write. Next in importance, ho evi-
dently has learned tho art of seeing
things. Then ho evinces skill in that
most.difficult of all tasks in Rome, viz.:
distinguishing tho real from the fabu¬
lous. At every sten in Rome one is con¬fronted with a mixturo of truth and
iiction, which requires tho utmost skill
and patience to separato. But Mr.
Campbell mav be followed, I think,witii entiro safety. More than this, his
letters show skill in setting hold of
facts which etude tho ordinary writer.
Not since I was in Rome havo I read
any letters which have interested me
more.
Thero is so much that is marvelous in

Rome, that persons generally aro in¬
clined to swallow almost, anythingwhich is written about it.

I remember reading some time since
a lettter credited to the Sunday School
Times, in which a lady traveler de¬
scribed in glowing langungfi tho effect
of the sun's rays as they shone throughthe richly-colored glass in tho largo cir¬
cular window at the top of the Fan-
thoon. The funny thing about it was
the fact that the only window in the
Pantheon is a circular opening at tho
top, said to bo twentv-soven feet in di¬
ameter, which never had a pane of glass
in it, "but a simple aperture, through
which tho rain has iallen upon the
pavement below sinco twenty-seven
years before the Christian era.

Tho now bridge will be
orecled'a few rods bolow tho ono now
used by tho Gralton A (irconbrlor rail¬
road company, and will bo wido enouuh
to nccommodato two railroad tracks and
a footway, and will bo used to niako
connection of tho Grafton & tireonbrier
company's tracks, latoly bought by tho
Iinltlinoro A Ohio company, with tho
Ilaltlmoro & Ohio. Theso will cross tho
Baltimore & Ohio track* between tho
Ilaltlmoro & Ohio platform and bridgo,and will cnablo tho Ilaltlmoro & Ohio to
land its passengers nt tho west side ot
the depot without transfer. Tho Graf¬
ton >t Urconbrior track is being widonod
and will bo completed within ton davs,
when we will havo tho regular Balti¬
more ^ Ohio train sorvlco from this city
to tlelingtou, Klkins and Dovorly and
all points on tho Wost Virginia Central
railroad.
